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OGGER DROWNS 
IN GERLE GREEK 


Eric Erickson Victim In 
Tragedy Saturday While 
Packing To Camp 


Eric Erickson, 40, for several years 
employed in the lumbering industry 
at various camps in the county, was 
drowned Saturday afternoon in Gerle 
Creek at Jacobsen’s Crossing, above 
Georgetown, while packing in to Went- 
worth Springs. 

The man, apparently, was over-bal- 
anced by a sixty-five pound pack he 
carried on his back. 

He had recently been employed by 
Robert Jerrett, of Georgetown, to as- 
sist in lumbering near Wentworth 
Springs, and the two were enroute to 
that place Saturday to prepare to open 
camp. 

According to Coroner A. J. Orelli, 
when Erickson and Jerrett reached the 
crossing, they found the water too 
high to cross in their car. While they 
were considering what to do, Game 
Warden Al Sears, who was camped 
nearby with Mrs. Sears, suggested that 
if Jerrett would care to leave his car 
at the Sears camp, they would watch 
it while he and Erickson packed in. 

Erickson then left the car with in- 
structions from Jerrett to wait at fhe 
crossing until Jerrett should return. 
Jerrett then drove the car to the Sears 
camp, took a pack for himself and re- 
turned to the crossing. 

When he did not find Erickson wait- 
ing for him, he presumed the man had 
gone on, and Jerrett continued on his 
way until he came to a second creek.

Death Total May Reach Sixty 
When Passenger List Of 
“Olympian” Is Accounted For 


TRAIN WRECK SCENE, Custer 
Creek, Mont., (Via rural telephone to 
Miles City, Mont.) (WPi—Cranes pulled 
smashed coaches of one of the world’s 
worst railroad disasters from the 
muddy waters of Custer Creek today as 
the death toll reached 40 dead and 67 
injured. Authorities said the death 
total mignt exceed 60.

He noticed, as he crossed this creek. 
that there were no tracks ahead of 
him, and so returned to the Sears 
camp, thinking that Erickson might 
have become lost, or that he might be 
resting somewhere. 


Mr. and Mrs. Sears and Jerrett then 
returned to Jacobsen’s Crossing and 
Mrs. Sears noticed the man’s sweater 
in the swollen creek waters. Investi- 
gation revealed his body. 


The pack was not on the body and 
had not been located Monday morn- 
ing, and the coroner reports that 
Erickson had evidently been prevent- 
ed from fighting his way out of the 
creek by the circumstance that his 
clothing had become caught on some 
logs and brush in the creek. 

The scene of the tragedy is described 
as being about twelve miles east of 
Uncle Tom’s resort. 

The body, recovered by the coroner, 
was brought to Placerville and is in 
the care of Memory Chapel. 

Erickson was a native of Sweden and 
is reported to have been a resident of | 
this county about ten years. He was 
employed for a time as swamper at 
the Round Tent cafe.
